T H E S IB E R IA N R A IL W A Y . 


I t W ill b e a M e n a c e to C h in a a n d to 
E n g lis h R u le in lu d ia . 


N e w Y o r k , F ebruary 27th —The new s th at 
th e Russian G overnm ent has ordered w ork to be 
begun on th e great overlaud railw ay through 
Siberia to parallel the Chinese frontier and v ir­ 
tually bring C nina w ithin range of h er arm a­ 
m ents has excited m uch com m ent here, an d is 
full of significance. 
P ractically the whole 
world is w atching Russia’s m ovem ents in Asia; 
E ngland, for fear of India; G erm any, because 
of h er Asiatic am bitions; the U nited States, be­ 
cause of its m enace to com m erce an d th e life 
of her great western shore. 
Interview s have 1 
t obtained w ith G enerals 
S heim an and Crook an d w ith th e Chinese Lega­ 
tion as to th e me&mng of th is new move. A t 
W ashington little inform ation could be gleaned 
lrom the Chinese L egation about th e extensive 
system of railroads projected to th e Pacific 
ocean an d closely paralleling th e Chinese fron­ 
tier. 
“ You m ay rely on one thing,” said a m em ber 
of the Legation, *‘auy railroads constructed by 
th e Russian G overnm ent which touch or p ar­ 
allel our frontier at strategic points will be m et 
by equal railroad facilities on our side, so as to 
pu t th e Chinese Em pire on an equal footing, in 
so far as concentration of m ilitary forces or pro­ 
tection of h er territory m ight be necessary. 
‘'O ur G overnm ent has been considering for he 
past two or three years the advisability of con­ 
structing a syitera of railroads to unite th e vari­ 
ous provinces of th e Em pire for com m ercial 
purposes, as well as for possible concentration 
of m ilitary arm am ents. 
‘‘It is understood th a t such a plan has finally 
m et w ith favor, an d it is not im probable th at 
at an early day o u r G overnm ent w ill begin to 
carry such a plan into execution, bu t no foreign 
com panies or syndicates would be perm itted to 
run railroads through Chinese territory 
’ib a t 
w ould be u tteily ou t of th e question. Any rail­ 
road system p rc je c ed and b uilt on Chinese ter­ 
ritory w ou’d be controlled by o u r G overnm ent, 
and foreign G overnm ents or individuals w ill 
not be a lowed to have any connection there­ 
w ith.” 
G eneral Sherm an said; “ Russia know s w hat 
she is about in these railw ay m atters. I hsve 
no doubt th at in lim e, ten or tw enty years, if 
not m uch sooner, Russia will have a railw ay 
along h er southern boundaries from th e Volga 
to th e sea of O khotsk.” 
“Do you look upon such railw ay activity in 
Asia as m ilitary in origin?” 
“Not prim arily. The roads are m ainly com ­ 
m ercial. As we b uilt our railroads, an d as Can­ 
ada b uilt railroads to reach the Pacific, so Rus­ 
sia is building to reach h er Pacific border. It 
w ill develop h er possessions; it w ill develop her 
com m erce to be able to bring goods by direct 
railw ay line instead of sailing them around 
Ceylon by the Suez C anal.” 
M ajor-General George Crook, w hen seen at 
Chicago, said : ‘ I will not pretend to say w hat 
R ussia’s object m ay be in building dow u »o the 
Chinese frontier, for th e G overnm ent of th e 
Czar keeps such things close, bu t it is easy to 
see and appreciate the value of railroads con­ 
structed in a southeasterly direction from two 
great seas—th e Black and Caspian. 
“ In the first place there is India, in th e second 
C hina, iu th e th ird Turkey in Asia. As the 
contem plated railw ays are to be b uiit through 
a country th at is not developed, a region th at 
could not possibly support railroads as they are 
supported in th is country, it is reasonable to 
presum e th at they are to be b u ilt for m ilitary 
purposes alone.” 
E m inent diplom atists at W ashington said Ihis 
action on th e p art of Russia w ould force Kng- 
land to foTm a defensive alliance w ith China, 
or force Russia to m ake C hina p art of h er own 
territory. An officer of the U nited States arm y, 
w ho would not allow Ins nam e to be used, said 
the great question was w hether Russia intended 
first to a tack C hina o r India. 


T H E B O O M IN G O H IO . 


T h e S itu a tio n in th e F lo o d e d D is tric t» 
A lo n g th e R iv e r. 


C i n c i n n a t i, February 27th.—At 11 
a . m . the 
river reached fifty-four feet and one-half inch 
above low w ater an d was still rising, w ith pros­ 
pects for rain. 
W hile th ere w ill be m uch discom fort aud 
considerable loss, there are no apprehensions o f 
devastating floods like those of 1883 and 1881, 
w hen th e w ater reached seventy-one feet. 
Unless th ere should be phenom enally rain y 
w eather w ithin th e n e x t four days th e worst is 
over. 
The present stage of th e river drives out 
m any lam ilies iu tn e low grounds in C incinnati, 
Covington, N ewport a n d other points along th e 
river. 
L a t e r .— At a late hour to-night 'h e rain 
w hich has been falling ceaselessly since day ­ 
break, 8topped, aud unless there is another very 
heavy fall w ithin the n ex t few days there is no 
danger of any serious dam age here, and it is 
thought th a t the rivers w ill not rise m uch m ere.

News from 
th e m ountain section is th a t th e landslides and 
w ashouts are num erous. 


LEVEES THREATENED. 
M e m p h is, F ebruary 27 th .—The unusual rain ­ 
fall on th e eutire w atershed of the M ississippi 
and Ohio rivers au d th e ir tributaries since 
S aturday last, portends evil to the low lauds 
protected by levees in the Yazoo d elta and T en­ 
sas basin.

The 
outlook in th e section throughout th e W hite 
and A rkansas rivers is n it encouraging. Both 
stream s are rising fast, an d th e people liviug 
along th eir banks have m oved th eir stock to 
places o f safety.

N e w Y o r k , F ebruary 27th.—The World prints 
the fall tex t of th e P arnell Commission’s report, 
the sailan t features of w hich have already been 
published here. 
W ith reference to the Fenian 
m ovem ent the report says th e Irish R epublican 
B rotherhood had for its object the separat on 
of Irela d from E ngland by insurrection, and 
in anticipation o f th a t event its funds was 
largely used for th e introduction of arm s into 
Ireland. 
Parnell stated in his evidence th at he alw ays 
understood it w as the practice in th e B rother­ 
hood to assassinate traitors. 
T he corn spond- 
ing organization am ong th e Irish residents in 
A m erica w ent by th e nam e of U nited B rother­ 
hood, or Clan na-G&el. 
The object of th e organization was to aid the 
Irish people in th e attain m en t of the com plete 
and absolute independence of Irelan d by th e 
overthrow of K ugllsh dom ination, and total 
separafion from th a t country. I t was to prepare 
unceasingly for an arm ed insurrection, and to 
assist w ltn m oney, w ar m aterial and m en. 
The report speaks of th e proposal m ade by 
th e Clan-na-Gael

I r is h Republican 
B rotherhood I in 1878, w hich was rejected, the 
m em bers being left to th eir individual action, 
an d says: 
“ A lthough th e proposal was not 
form ally accepted by P arnell or ihe B rother­ 
hood, it appears to u s to have form ed th e bssis 
on w hich tb e A m erican Irish Na io n alistsaf er- 
w ard lent support to P arn ell and his policy.”

A R ep o rt th a t H e is A g a in T ryin g to E n ­ 
te r th e C a th o lic P r ie sth o o d . 
N ew Yo r k, February 27th.—Two rum ors af­ 
fecting Rev. Dr. M cGlynn w ere current yester 
day, aud each is of m ore th an ordinary interest. 
One of th e stories is to the effect th a t McGlynn 
is to be reinstated w ith due form ality as a priest 
of ihe Rom an C atholic C hurch. T he other is 
th at, because of illness, McGlynn has m ade ap­ 
plication to Bishop Loughlin, of Brooklyn, in 
whose diocese he now resides, to act as in ter­ 
m ediary betw een him self and th e V atican, and 
to arrange th e rem oval o f the ban th a t was 
placed upon h im by th e Rom an authorities 
nearly three years ago. 
Inve«tigarion indicates th a t th ere is a good 
deal of tru th in both stories. Tbe rum or th at 
Dr. McGlynn is ®o ill th a t he feels it necessary 
to m ake peace w ith the church is not true. 
Persona in a posi ion to know state th a t the 
policv th at has for a considerable tim e dom i­ 
nated .the archdiocese of New York has been 
one th a t h as Anally attracted th e attention of 
th e Pope and of his advisers. It is know n th at 
th e visit ot A rchbishop Corrigan to Rome was 
incoluntary. T he A rchbishop was sum m oned 
t i Rome to m ake clear to the Pope just w hy his 
policy for several pas years has been th e cause of 
constant dissension in his archdiocese, and why 
it was th a t he m ade the blunder in th e M cGlynn 
case th a t he is now adm itted to have m ade, and 
w hy be underestim ated th e ch aracter oi th e 
m an and c f his following. The authorities a t 
th e V atican feel th a t th ey have been placed in 
a false position.

The reference of the m atter to Bishop L augh- 
liu is a bad blow to th e opponents o f McGlynn 
iu this city.

Bishop Laughiin stands high at Kerne despite 
tbe little m isunderstanding th a t occurred a few 
years ago.

5. Should th e m axim um length of a day’9 
w ork lor juveniles vary according to th e ages, 
and during w h at hoars should the w orking 
tim e be fixed? 
6. W hat restrictions are necessary in the em ­ 
ploym ent of women an d children in u n h ealth y 
and dangerous occupations? 
7. Should th e State perm it th e em ploym ent of 
women and children in occupations-carried on 
a t night time? 
8. How can th e State best p u t in effect an d 
enforce th e labor regulations it m akes’;'

Australian settlers complain that there 
i» a great increase in destructive insects 
since the English sparrows arrived and 
drove out the native birds. 
It is found by 
examination that the sparrow is more of a 
scavenger than an insect-eater. 
The'birds 
will not touch insects if they can get grain 
or other kinds of food. 
W illis G. Tncker, in his report to tlie 
New York State Board of Health on the 
result of his examination of various popu­ 
lar brands of cigarettes, says that careful 
analysis of tohacco aud paper failed to re­ 
veal any poisonous ingredients other than 
the tobacco itself, and that most cigarettes 
contain pure tobacco ami good taper. The 
evils of cigarette smoking are due to the 
fact that cigarettes are cheap, convenient 
and can be used in large and excessive 
quantities, that the smoke is usually in­ 
haled, and that children and immature 
persons freely use them. 
It is a common thing for engineers to 
use kerosene to remove the scales which 
form on the inside of boilers. 
The oil is 
poured into an empty l>oiler, and then the 
water i» turned on. 
The oil, floating on 
the water, comes in contact with the scales 
before the water does. 
The use of kero­ 
sene for this purpose in one of Milwau­ 
kee’s slaughtering establishments where 
the steam is used in cooking ham, beef and 
sausage produced unexpected results. The 
kerosene mingled witn the steam, and the 
cooked meats smelled as though they had 
been dipped into a petroleum well. It was 
some time before the cause of the seeming 
phenomenon was discovered. 
Tiie National Zeilung of Berlin, in refer­ 
ring to the proposed World’s Fair in the 
United States, eulogizes the universality 
of American genius, which, it asserts, has 
wrought 
the most prodigious achieve­ 
ments in every field of human effort:

When the sun 
sets the leaves fold up and the tender 
twigs coil tightly like a little pig’s tail.

If this 
queer plant is removed from one pot to an­ 
other it seems angry, and the leaves stand 
out in all directions like quills-on a porcu­ 
pine. A most pungent and sickening odor, 
said to resemble that given ofT by rattle­ 
snakes when annoyed, fills the air, and it) 
is only after an hour or so that the leaves- 
fold in the natural way. 
E. S. Wilson, a blacksmith of Ozark 
Mo., has a relic of the Marshfield cyclone 
which occurred on April 18, 1880, that is­ 
a very remarkable curiosity. 
This witness- 
of one of the freaks of the great storm is-a 
black quartz liottle, bent by some myster­ 
ious force into an elliptic circle without)a> 
crack or break in the glass that the closest 
scrutiny can discover. 
The neck of the 
liottle actually touchas-tbe edge of the bot­ 
tom, and the fact that tbe glass was not 
broken in any way by the force of the 
storm is shown bv its- holding water or 
any other fluid. 
By. gradually turning the 
bottle as the water is poured in it can be 
nearly filled to its- full capacity, so- as-to. 
show the perfect soundness of the material. 
This bottle was found by Mr. Wilson the 
day after the Marshfield disaster and ex­ 
amined by Professor Tice. 
The meteoro­ 
logist attributed the bending of the bottle 
to the force of electricity, and oensidered 
this one of the meet wonderful results of 
the- agency at work in the storm clouds. 
The bottle was found in the wreck of one- 
o í the Marshfield drug stores.

THE CASE OF THE UNEMPLOYED. 


A great clamor was raised in San Fran­ 
cisco a few days ago in behalf of the unem­ 
ployed, who claimed that they were starv­ 
ing, and must be given imm ediate relief 
or they would perish from the face of the 
earth . 
One of the remedies they asked 
for was the expenditure of a half m illion 
or so of dollars by the city in public 
works, upon which they could be employed 
until the building season opens well and 
th e hard stress of the w inter season passes. 
T he city had no legal right to expend the 
ta x payers’ money in th at way or to order 
work done sim ply to give employment. 
A t the tim e we expressed our sym pathy 
for the unemployed, hut al90 a doubt 
about the need for distress being nearly so 
great or pressing as was set out. However, 
the hope was expressed th at the people of 
S an Francisco would act prom ptly and in 
a m anner to tem porarily relieve the unem ­ 
ployed, for the cessation of work is but 
tem porary, and already in manufacturing, 
agriculture, building and trading business 
is reviving and assuming its norm al con­ 
dition. 
T he citizens did act; they pro­ 
vided means to employ several thousand 
men, if so many should present. 
The 
unused part of the Johnstow n fund was 
added to the guarantee of the citizens 
m eeting, and upon th at fund and guar­ 
antee a call was made for men to go to 
work in Golden G ate P ark in grading new 
roadways through the sand dunes, and in 
preparing th e soil for tree-planting. 
The 
com m ittee decided th at the temporary 
relief ought to he extended to the largest 
possible number, and therefore fixed the 
rate to be paid out in w hat certainly is 
pure charity, $1 25 a day per capita. 
W ednesday a group of the “unemployed” 
appeared before the committee and de­ 
clared th at they could not afford to work 
for th at figuie; that they must have $2 a 
day, and work hut eight hours at that. 
T n at if they worked for less, or for longer 
ho irs, they would do a wrong to other work­ 
ers. 
They therefore struck for the two 
dollars, and the committee, supremely dis­ 
gusted, adjourned sine die, and now the 
unemployed, if they are in such distress 
as is claim ed by their loud-voiced leaders, 
have the satisfaction of remaining idle. 
T he men appear to have lost sight of 
th e fact th at the employment was hut 
tem porary and purely charitable; th at the 
figure agreed upon did not establish a rate 
of wages th a t could be considered a pre­ 
cedent; th a t to have offered the rate paid 
to the regular employes of the park, who 
are skilled in some degree, and who work 
under knowledge of the system of park 
im provem ent, would have been a bid for 
influx of all the tram ps of the interior who 
want a few days’ work and many days of 
idleness and drunkenness. 
In short, to 
have given two dollars a day would have 
speedily exhausted the fuud, have crowded 
out the really needy, and have defeated 
th e very end aimed at. 
A ll hum an experiences teaches, the tes­ 
tim ony of all havingexperienoed the admin­ 
istration of relief funds, is to the effect th at 
they m ust be placed upon a temporary 
basis, a low wage scale, and th at the work 
m ust be of a character th at will tend to 
lead the men to abandon it for something 
better as soon as possible. 
T hat is genuine 
and wise relief. 
A ll the 
leading and 
thoughtful men among wage-eamers who 
have w ritten or spoken upon the subject 
agree in th e sentim ent, th at in the use of 


r e l i e f funds, the em ploym ent must not be 
placed upon the level of that which is 
perm anent, nor m ust the inducem ents be 
such as to invite the recipient to remain 
in receipt of the wage. 
Several of the Committee of Citizens, 
long known as leaders in relief movements, 
are reported to have said th at they would 
not again lift their hands to give ten cents’ 
w orth of work to the unemployed, if the 
group th a t called upon the committee was 
sustained by the mass of the workers. 
T hey probably reflect the sentim ent of 
nine-tenths of the community. 
One of 
th e local papers ad d s: 
Where the "unemployed" obtained the means 
to print thousands of handbills, where they 
elected their Executive Committee a id why 
they found it necessary to Procure beautifully 
lithographed letterheads lor tneir written coin, 
munfeations puzzled the defunct Citizens tom ­ 
S tee. Of whom some were of the opinion that 
“ ere was a political “joker" in the movement. 
The K ecohd-U kiok has ever stood the 
friend of honest labor, the champion of a 
h ig h wage, the advocate of dispensation of 
public relief in a m anner to render it as 
short-lived as possible, to prevent it be­ 
coming the prop o f unworthiness and lazi­ 
ness. 
It does not now hesitate to say th at 
if th e unemployed of San Francisco con­ 
sent to let the strikers who appeared be­ 
fore th e citizens’ relief comm ittee stand as 
th e ir representatives, they are 
unwor- 
th v of sym pathy or aid. 
W e are now con­ 
vinced th at there is not and there has not 
been any such distress in San Francisco as 
has been represented, and th at if the star­ 
vation rule realiy prevailed men would 
not refuse tem porary relief at §1 25 ]>er 
day and perm it their families to suffer be­ 
cause of a sentim ental idea about hours 
ot labor in a case where the oppor­ 
tunity to earn anything at all is a pure

PH0FESS9B ELIOT ¡AND REPORTERS. 


President E liot, of H arvard, is rei>orted 


to have m ade a bitter, almost a vicious 
attack upon th e press. 
T he reporters ap­ 
pear to have come in for the larger share 
o f his bitterness. 
Those on the Boston 
papers he classed in the m ain as thieves, 


bu m m ers, drunkards and dead-beats, and 
as are fair types of all reporters. 
Col­ 
lege raen should not aim at reportorial 


work, they should be given som ething ; 
higher, and so on, he spoke, to the end of ' 
the chapter. 
Professor Eliot, who claims j 
to have been misreported, though his 
claim is challenged, is a distinguished 
scholar and an em inent educator and a 
foremost citizen, 
It is no reply to him, 
therefore, to say th at H arvard men have 
been hanged, and th at some of them have 
been the disgrace of th eir families and of 
society. 
T h at is m ere recrim ination, and 
in th at there is no strength. 
The true re­ 
ply to Professor E liot is this, th at in a fit 
of indigestion probably he lost sight of 
the great tru th that no work of such mag­ 
nitude as th at of journalism and the issu­ 
ance of daily a newspaper is to be judged 
by its defects in a single departm ent. 
If we quote from another eminent man 
and brilliant scholar, Em ilio Castelar, 
who has more of worldly wisdom than has 
Professor Eliot w ith all his profundity, 
and who is esteemed one of the best ob­ 
servers in all the world, we shall call the 
attention of the distinguished bilious doc­ 
tor of laws to these truths, so eloquently 
uttered by the famous Spanish scholar. 
Referring to th e honors th at the Chinese, 
“who have lived in perpetual infancy,” 
shower upon their priests and historians, 
Castelar says: 
I think that modern peoples ought in a simi­ 
lar manner to honor their journalists. For 
these exceptional wimesses know what rays ol 
light cross each other on our horizon; these 
public judges prescribe rules which form the 
judgment of the human conscience upon all ac­ 
tions. The passiou of parties is of small im­ 
portance; without it perhaps we should not be 
able to comprehend this prodigious work, 
which, like all human works, necessitates the 
steam of a great passi n to set it in motion. The 
studied silence upon some subjects matters lit­ 
tle, nor the partiality shown on others, nor the 
injustice, even to ialsehood.so often manifested; 
for from this battle ol spiritual forces results 
the total life, as from the shadows we perceive 
tbeharm onyofa picture. It would be better it 
w e had not these evils, so we should be happier 
it we had not either physical infirmities or 
mural misfortunes, hut it is as difficult to rec­ 
tify society as nature, and its laws are as com­ 
plicated as the mechanical laws of the universe, 
and at times as fatal. And it is a fatality of the 
social organism that progress encounters obsta­ 
cles in the great efforts designed to advance 
it: the past, with its errors, rises against 
ail kindsof advancement, and makes the Int- 
most efforts to destroy it. But from the cloudy 
and intricate world of falsehood arises a lumin­ 
ous ether, which forms the world of truth. 
However, if all the different institutions of 
which people are so proud were one day called 
to judgment, and if each of them showed both 
the good and the evil they have done, perhaps 
not one of them could retire from the trial as 
pure as the press, and none would more justly 
merit a blessing lrom humanity. 
So true is it th at there are here anti 
there in the vast m ultitude related to the 
press, men whose habits of life honor 
neither it nor society th at no newspaper 
man undertakes for a moment to deny it. 
The esprit du corps in journalism demands 
no concealment of th at fact, and calls for 
no mere complimentary eulogiums upon 
the workers of the press to cloak the truth. 
Rut as all other institutions of man’s 
creation are m arred by his errors of heart 
and head, are specked by his weaknesses 
and shadowed by the vices of his passions, 
so, too, does the press partake of some 
hum iliation because of hum anity’s weak­ 
ness. 
But if standing at the critical dis­ 
tance of im partial justice we view the 
whole work of the reporters for the press, 
then we must conclude w ith Castelar th at 
these m inor ills are insignificant, and that 
the men of the press can come to judg­ 
m ent with as fair records of the accom­ 
plishments of their agency ol progress as 
any other class. 
W ith him we can say: 
Laborers of the press, modest and obscure 
writers! You have never been able to measure 
the great importance ot your occupation, be­ 
cause you live in the midst of it, and consider 
it almost as a portion of your being. But, alas: 
without you the most Illustrious personages 
would be lest, the most glorious works would 
be as hells sounding in space. You bear to 
each individual the sorrows of all others; you 
bring to the afflicted the hores of all humanity. 
Your pens are like the electric wires, which 
unite ibe most distant regions of our planet. 
Your ideas resemble the atoms of air in which 
our souls respire; they are the moral atmos­ 
phere of the globe. It is necassary to weigh 
well all the gravity of such a ministry in order 
In exercise it with becoming grandeur and dig­ 
nity. It is one ol the most sublime works of 
which the human heart is capable. 


So far as the judgm ent of Professor Eliot 
goes upon the character of the average re­ 
porter, it is evident th at he is ill-advised- 
The tru th is, and this all the world except 
Professor E liot knows, this class of work 
engages some of the best working human 
forces. 
There is no class of men upon 
whom devolves such weighty obligations, 
such grave responsibilities. 
T heir office 
is one calling for the best there is in man, 
and for work th at is second to no other 
upon the press. 
The reporters are the 
outer guards, the pickets of the line, the 
chosen skirm ishers throw n into direct and 
advance contact with the world, the pio­ 
neers of each day’s life of the newspaper; 
the forerunners of th at wonderful vehicle 
upon which the history of every day’s hour 
is borne into the recorded annals of tim e. 
They are the men of whom is demanded 
more of sym pathy, hum anity, charity and 
pure justice, than any others upon the 
daily newspaper. 
Often misjudged hv an 
unthinking world, except w ithin the lines 
of their calling, they receive little credit 
and ask for none for their constant m er­ 
cies and their every-day charities to weak 
hum anity. 
M easured by the hard rule 
th at makes them historians, they are silent 
in the face of misconception concerning 
their motives, and the apparent coldness of 
the julicial attitude they are called upon to 
constantly 
assume. 
The world knows 
them by what they w rite; it knows little 
of the countless columns th at are in mercy 
and hum an pity buried in their hearts. 
W hatever Professor Eliot may think o f the 
office of the reporter, judged by those who 
have dishonored it, it will rem ain one of 
high trust and honor. 
Abused it may be 
and disgraced, and its members hum ili­ 
ated often by the corruption and excesses 
of some, but it has suffered as has pulpit, 
bar and faculty from like causes, and it yet 
remains that the office of the reporter is 
th at of a gentleman, and is one not be­ 
neath the calling of any other worker who 
toils for his wage.

Yesterday forenoon 
the Coroner wa3 
notified that a m an had been drowned in 
a pool of water by the side of the road in a 
lane near the County H ospital, and fhe 
body was brought to the Morgue. 
It 
proved to be that of Tristam Cummings, an 
employe of Barclay M uir, proprietor of a 
pickle factory in the southern portion of 
the city. 
Cum mings was employed as a traveling 
salesman by M uir, and left the factory on 
W ednesday m orning, with a double-team 
and wagon, with instructions to return 
early in the evening. 
But it appears he 
got to drinking at wayside inns, and while 
returning to town drove into (he ditch, or 
gulley, by the roadside, where his team be­ 
came unm anageable and were thrown in 
the water and drowned, Cummings m eet­ 
ing with a like fate. 
An inquest was held on the body by the 
Coroner last evening. The first witness 
exam ined was Barclay M uir, a m anu­ 
facturer of pickles at N inth and 8 streets. 
He recognized the deceased as a man who 
had been in his employ. H is nam e was 
Tristam Cummings, and be was a native ot 
Illinois, aged about 43 years. 
H e was em ­ 
ployed by witness to sell goods about the 
country, and left the factory about 10 o’clock 
on W ednesday m orning. 
He was perfectly 
sober at the time, bnt was in the habit of 
drinking occasionally. 
John H. Judge, an employe at the hos­ 
pital, testified that on W ednesday evening 
he saw deceased on the upper Stockton 
road. H e was standing in the road near 
his wagon, and witness noticed a cut over 
his left eye. W itness asked him who had 
hit him in the eye, and be replied that he 
was not hit, but had falien from his 
wegon. 
H e was very m uch intoxicated. 
John Fical, who resides at the County 
Hospital, testified that yesterday m orning 
a carpenter told him that he thought a man 
had been drowned in a lane near the hos­ 
pital. 
W itness went down to the place 
with his informant, and the latter found a 
hat near where the wagon stood. The 
horses lay with their heads under water. 
W itness poked around in the water some 
time with a pole, and about forty feet from 
the wagon the body of deceased was found. 
The wagon wcs on the side of the road and 
ahead of where deceased was found. 
The 
water where deceased lay was about two 
feet deep, and in the deepest part was only 
about two and a half feet deep. 
Mr. Ficai 
said he did not know the deceased, but had 
seen him frequently at Florin. 
The jury brought in a verdict to the ef­ 
fect that deceased came to his death from 
drowning.__________ 


APPEALED CASES. 


A lore S u p rem e C ourt D e cisio n s—R esp o n si­ 
b ility fo r In ju ry by A w n in g s. 
The following Supreme Court decisions 
were yesterday filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the Sacramento District: 
Burgess (respondent) vs. Fairbanks et als. 
This is a Trinity county case, and an action 
to enforce a vendor’s lien for a balance of 
unpaid purchase money. Judgm ent was 
for plaintiff, and defendant’s appeal on the 
judgem ent-roll alone. The Supreme Court 
affirms the judgment, and says it sees no 
m aterial insufficiency in the findings. 
DAMAGES FOE INJURY BY AN AWNING. 
Riley (respondent) vs. Simpson et al. 
This is a San Joaquin county case, in 
which action is brought to recover dam ­ 
ages caused by the falling of an awning 
aud a portion of a brick wall upon the 
plaintiff while passing along upon a side­ 
walk under said awning. The case was 
tried by a jury, which rendered a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiff for $5,000. 
The defendants moved for a new trial on 
several grounds, one of them being “insuf­ 
ficiency of the evidence to justify the ver­ 
dict.” 
The motion for a new trial was over­ 
ruled, and from the order overruling it and 
the judgm ent this appeal is taken. 
The Supreme Court affirms the j udgmeut, 
and says that the evidence is abundantly 
sufficient to justify a finding that it was 
carelessness to hang such an awning to a 
wall in the condition that this wall is 
proven to have been. 
Catts (respondent) vs. Simpson et al.— 
The only difference, says the Court, be­ 
tween this esse and that of Riley vs. Sim p­ 
son is that the plaintiffs are not the same, 
and the judgm ent is for a larger sum thau 
in that. In al! other respects the cases are 
similar, and for the reasons given in the 
other case, the judgm ent and order in this 
are affirmed.

FOR LIFE. 


W illia m T ravers, th e N ev a d a C ounty M ur­ 
d erer, E n R o u te to F o lso m . 
W illiam Travers, a large and strapping 
fellow, in the prim e of life, was lodged in 
the City Prison last night by Sheriff Dun- 
ster, of Nevada county, en route to Folsom, 
where Travers is to pass the rem ainder of 
his natural life. 
On the 12th of last December Travers 
killed Jam es Daley, an aged and harmless 
man, at Lake City, Nevada county. The 
two had been friends and had m ined to­ 
gether, and, being unm arried, visited each 
other s cabins often. On the afternoon of 
that day Travers went to Daley’s place, and 
accusing him ot a theft, drove him away. 
The old m an returned to his cabin after 
dark. 
A 
little 
later 
Travers 
went 
there 
and 
beat 
and 
kicked 
him , 
caving in his side and breast and head. 
He then 
dragged 
the half-dead man 
along the road through the m ud, teariDg 
most of his clothing from him , and left 
him lying a hundred yards from his cabin. 
Citizens heard the noise and went to the 
scene. Travers went along, and admitted 
the killing. Daley died about m idnight. 
Travers was arrested and taken to North 
Bloomfield for exam ination. 
The senti­ 
m ent of the comm unity was very bitter 
against him at the lime, and talks of lynch­ 
ing were rife. On his trial Travers pleaded 
insaniiy. The jury, however, found a ver­ 
dict of m nrder in the first degree, but 
recommended th at he be imprisoned for 
life instead of suffering capital punishm ent.

AMUSEMENTS. 


Mr. W arde was greeted by a very large 
and a highly intelligent andience last even­ 
ing at the M etropolitan Theater. There 
was not a seat unsold and standing-room 
was at a prem ium . The audience was a 
deserved tribute of respect to the talent ot 
a foremost actor of America, and one who 
in “Virginius” has not a superior upou any 
3tage. Mr. W arde's Virginius was, as on 
the occasion when he first presented the 
tragedy here, a conscientious and finished 
work of dramatic art. If the actor is not

realization, in 
presence, 
delivery and feeling, of the author's con­
